A revolutionary change last made 
In the functions of the secretary of 
wsr Is the structure from which rose 
during the last twenty-four hours a 
number of strong possibilities all cul- 
minating In the expectation of sweep- 
ing changes In Great ftrltaln's mili- 
tary administration. This change con- 
sists of s new order whereby the 
British chief of staff. General Sir Wtl 
Ham Robertson and not. as hereto-

This sensational order, by which 
Lord Kitchener Is practically super- 
ceded In the foremost function of his 
office was at once taken up by the 
press as a substantial sign that the 
days of Kit 1 I Kitchener as war secre- 
tary are definitely numbered. 

One report was Insistent and found 
such general credence that the press 
and public attach much significance 
to It That was that Ix>rd Derby, of 
the recent recruiting campaign fame 
Is to become war secretary. In some 
quarters Uoyri-fieorge Is mentioned as 
the successor of Ix>rd Kitchener while 
In military circles General Sir William 
Robertson Is considered likely to be 
named to the office. 

The change. If made, will be made

One of the faults of the young

Another and more appalling fault 
which I would mention is the con- 
duct of young men toward ladies.

Ten per cent of the deaths in the 
I nited States result from pneu- 
monia. It is estimated that during 
the past thirty days this rate has 
I n doubled in some sections. Tu- 
berculosis and heart disease, each 
causing one-ninth of all fatalities, 
are the only diseases which outrank 
pneumonia among the legion of the 
MM of death, but in certain cities 
pneumonia is steadily increasing and 
even has surpassed the mortality 
from tiiberculois. Seventy per cent 
of all cases occur between Decem- 
ber and May. It is distinctly a cold 
weather infection, seemingly brougRt 
by w intry blasts, but especially prev- 
alent during the winter season only 
because its victims are rendered 
more susceptible at that time by ex- 
posure, debilitating influences and 
the presence of predisposing infec- 
tions. 

Pneumonia principally affects 
those at the exteemes of life, but no 
age is exempt. It is invariably a 




germ disease. The predisposing and 
exciting organisms are so numerous 
that it would he futile to attempt 
their enumeration. Many of them 
are constantly present in the mouths 
and throats of healthy persons and 
it is only through the aid which we 
unwittingly extend to them that 
they are transformed from harmless 
organisms to one of man's most 
powerful enemies. 

The presence of other diseases is 
the great predisposing cause of 
pneumonia. They prepare the soil 
I for invasion. Holding tlrst rank in 
I this category is influenza, the in- 
creased incidence of pneumonia at 
.this time being largely due to the 
present epidemic of la grippe. In- 
dividuals suffering from this infec- 
tion are peculiarly susceptible to 
respiratory complications and should 
properly observe every hygienic 
rule. Inflammation of the upper air 
passages, pharyngitis, bronchitis, 
and tonsillitis, often predispose to 
the development of the disease, par- 
ticularly among the aged and infirm. 
The acute contagious diseases of 
childhood, more especially measles 
and whooping cough, frequently pre- 
pare the way for pneumonia. Any- 
one, who through neglect or care- 
lessness, permits the spread of these 
infections is therefore open to the 
severest condemnation. Exhausting 
disease of whatever nature, is often 
sufficient to so reduce our resistance 
that we are unable to cope with or- 
ganisms which should he easily ov- 
ercome, and hence predisposes to the 
infection. 

Debility, either temporary or 
chronic, developing from any 
cause increases susceptibility. Be- 
cause of this the disease most often 
attacks those at the extremes of 
life. Among debilitating influences 
must he mentioned cold, exposure to 
penetrating winds, and the chilling 
of body surfaces as a result or wet- 
ling. The combination of lack of 
food and fatigue proves particularly 
disastrous during the winter season 
and is a condition to be avoided 
whenever possible. Bad housing, 
mental or physical harassment, and 
overwork are the advance agents 
of the infection. Overcrowding, in 
street, cars, theatres, and other pub- 
ic- places, is unquestionably in part 
responsible for the spread of pneu- 
monia in cities, as far greater op- 
portunity is thus offered for the dis- 
semination of the predisposing dis- 
eases through indiscriminate cough- 
ing and other means of droplet in- 
fection, as well as the directly injur- 
ious effects which inevitably result 
from exposure to such environment. 
The overheating of rooms is also 
seemingly harmful. Promiscuous 
expectoration may be. and probably 
is, a factor in infection and conse- 
quently should be avoided by every 
citizen. A remaining most important 
agent should be mentioned— alcohol.

While the foregoing facts consti- 
tute in part our knowledge of the 
reasons for the widespread dissem- 
ination of an infection which car- 
ries with it a mortality of from ten 
to thirty per cent, it should be re- 
membered that our scientific data 
are not yet complete.^ There are 

predisposition, and the occurence of 
epidemics which are yet to be solv- 
ed. It Is known that pneumonia fre- 
quently attacks those who are per- 
fectly well, and who apparently 
have observed every hygienic rule. 
Whether this is due to the increased 
virulence of the organism or to oth- 
er causes is unexplained. It is, how- 
ever, recognixed that avoidance of 
the factors so briefly enumerated 
will in large part dimish individual 
susceptibility and therefore the in- 
cidence of the disease.

The most aerious menace to oontlau- 
ooa thrift In the flock Is tbe presence 
of Internal peraaltea, chiefly stomach 
worms. Tbe eggs of the stomach worm 
are dropped upon the ground with the 
feces from Infected sheep. Tbe small 
worms are awallowed with tbe grass 
three or four daya after hatching from 
the eggs, and reach the atomach. 
Stomach worms are frequently preeeul 
la auch large numbers aa to draw ao 
heavUy from the circulation aa to 
ceuae emaciation and Anally death of 
the lamb. Mature aheap are much leas 
affected by these worms, 
us ually, smaller. Un- 



cut amount of feed from each acre, 
and tbe kind and variety of food upon 
which aheep thrive beat. Plowing the 
land prevents danger from stomach 
worm eggs dropped upon It. In warm 
weather the flock ahould be moved to 
freah ground every ten days or two 
weeks to prevent Infection of lambs 
by larvae from eggs dropped from the 
ewee. If lambs are by tbemaelves the 
time between changes might be long- 
er, but In most forage crop rotations 
changes will need to be made avery 
two or three weeks. Fall sown rye. 
apring oats and vetchea or peas, rape, 
cow peas, soy beana, crimson or Japan 
clover planted at proper Intervals, will 
furnish fresh pasturage at times de- 
alred.
